RIGHT HANDED FOLKS 


WHY ARE THEY SO VERY LARGELY IN 
' THE MAJORITY? 

Thrre Are T^t<» Fnetom In the Prob¬ 
lem, an Inherited Tendency and 

C’oniitant I*ructlrc—The Orlffln of 

the Innate Proclivity. 

That the great majority of i>erson8 
use the rlgiit luind with greater skill 
than the left Is donblless due to two 
lnlluene(»s — an Innate proclivity and 
constant praetlee. The preference 
shown l»y most infants nt the ago of 
one year for the use of the right baud 
proves that there Is an InherltiHl teiid- 
em*.v. Further evidence of It Is found 
in tlie greater ease with which any eu- 
tlndy new act Is performeil by the right 
than by the left hand. Training, how¬ 
ever. Is an Important factor. A mature 
person, having lost tlio right hand by 
accident, eun achieve wonders with 
the otlier If he only exerelse.s patience, 
perseverance and a strong will. 

Tlie more mysterious of the two fac¬ 
tors ill this proldc’iu is the inborn tend¬ 
ency. How did it arise? There are 
exceptions to tlie rule. Perhups two 
out of every hundred haliles are loft 
handed. Ihit wlien you stop to tlilnk of 
It the natural Inellnation of the other 
ninely-eiglit is remarkable. A great 
many pliysiologlsts liave speeulated In 
r<"rird to its eanse witliont reaching 
any <-oncliision ui)on which all could 
iigrce. 

Hr. (h'orge M. (Jonld siiys In the 
popular Science Monthly that right 
han lctlm ss l.s so tlim’ongiily Ingratiat¬ 
ed in human nature that it must have 
been partially developed in tlie savage 
ancest»)is of tiu’ race. Primitive man, 
in ills opinion, must have fi'lt a didinlte 
need lor tin* exercise of ins right liand 
ill jH’eference to ids left, and that ne¬ 
cessity must have been recognized and 
oheyi'd for a long period eontinuonsly. 
The impulse could not well have dic¬ 
tated his halilts in eating, for knives 
and forks are of recent origin, the 
inothTii gun had not been invented, 
uiul writing was i»ractlcally unknown. 
Moreover, in such oi»enitions as chip¬ 
ping arrowheads, weaving baskets and 
wielding clubs, hows and arrows It 
could not have mattered much which 
hand was eiiqiloyed. 

When warfare had been carried to 
Bucli a stage of advancement as to in¬ 
volve the use of a shield, however, that 
object was proliably held on the left 
side in ordcT to protect the heart. Then 
as a matter of convenience the right 
arm was left free for the more active 
function of lighting with spear and 
sword, and with habitual exerclae 
came special skill. An attendant phe¬ 
nomenon was a liner organization of 
tliat particular center in the brain 
which coiitrolIiHl these movements and 
W’hich was hltuat«‘il in the left half of 
tlie organ. The liralii is the real seat of 
nil d.-xterlty, and soiiudhliig takes 
fdace there in eorrespoiulenco with ex- 
tirmd etih lency.

MOTOR VEHICLES. 

Mr. Leni>ox’fl bill to amend tho Act 
to regulate the speed and operation 
of motor vehiclea on highways, was 
given ita second reading and sent to 
the Municipal Committee. Tlic bill 
provides for the nipnbering of cars 
on the sides, and gives County, 
City, and Town Council tho author¬ 
ity to pass by-laws to regulate mo¬ 
tor traffic. 

ONTARIO RAILWAY. 

"(1) Tho company may take, 
Graham’s bill respecting the Ontario 
Electric Railway was amended in 
comimittce by the addition of a clause 
further Bafegugi,rdiDg the rights of the 
municipalities. 

The clause rends as follows:— 

"(1) The compaii.v ay take, 
transi oct, and convey goodH upon 
its railway, to be constructed under 
the authority of this Act, but no 
freight or express cars shall be car¬ 
ried along any public highway over 
the railway to be constructed as 
aforesaid, unless and until tho size 
and number of cars and motors to 
be used therewith, and tho hours of 
running the same have been approv¬ 
ed by tho Railway Committ*?© of the 
Executive Council of Ontario, nor 
.shall any freight aorvico be operated 
on any such public highwa.v until 
anthoii/ed by or except as dlrccied 
by the said Railway Committee. 

“(2) The company may make uni¬ 
form special rates tor the carriage 
of fruits, milk, and other perishable 
freight." 

LOAN COMPANIES' AC'r. 

Mr, Gamey’s amendment to the 
Loan Companies’ Act is to enable 
the Attorney-CJeneral to order an 
investigation Into the affairs of a 
loan company at any time. At pres¬ 
ent the Act is somewhat conipiicat- 
ed, and difficulty is . exf erlenccd in 
enquiring Into ^eir affairs. 

STOCK SCHEMING. 

It was aiviounccd that the Govern- 
njent w'ould consolidate the stock 
companies act, and embody the 
anoenciments proposed by Mr. Hoyle 
in his bill, which came before a 
special committee in the Provincial 
Secretary's office. Mr. TToyk-'s 
amendments follow the Imperial Par¬ 
liament’s measure directed against 
the watering of stock and over-ca¬ 
pitalization as exeuiplllied by Mr. 
Ilooley some years ago. Directors 
will be requirtnl to sign the pro- 
spectu.scs, which mu.st embody all the 
facts, under a penalty o? $200 each. 

BREWERS MUST PAY. 

An important bill was introduced 
by Mr. Hanna to amend the Act re¬ 
specting the brewers’, distillers’, and 
other licenses. He explained that it 
provided for the licensing of ware¬ 
houses maintained by brewers and 
distillers in cltic*s other than those 
in wliich their manufacturing plants 
were situated. These establishments 
had been maintained for years under 
the InBprqs.sion that they were legal, 
but the question of legality hud been 
raised by a county (.’rown attorney. 
Tlie bill proposed to legalize them 
and impose a substantial llocn.se ft*c. 
thereby bringing in a revenue to tho 
province of $."j,00U. to $ 10 , 000 . 'File 
bill merely legali/.ed whut everyboily 
thought was alremly legal.

.• RAILWAY BILL PASSED. 

The Railway Committee paeaed 
bill granting an extension of time 
to the Manitoulin and North Shore. 
Railway Company, with a provision 
added that the line between ^Sudbury 
and Little Current, Ont., must ^ 
commenced within one year fri^ 
July Ist from Little Current harbor, 
and $150,000 spent within a yoar 
and the line completed within two 
years. The line from Meaford to 
Owen Sound must be commenced this 
year and $150,000 spent on it, and 
completed in 1900. 

VETERANS ASK GRANT. 

The Railway Committee w^s 
crowded on Wednesday forenoOn with 
the Quebec veterans of 1866 and 
1870. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir Frod- 
apick Borden, Hon. W. S. Fielding, 
and Solicitor-Ueneral Lemieux re¬ 
ceived the delegation. Capt. C. 
Patterson, of the Montreal Veterans’ 
Association, addressed the Ministers’ 
setting forth that what was wanted 
was 160 acres of land for each vet¬ 
eran in the North-West. He thought 
this was a matter of right. 

Capti* PaT^i^on. of the Ottawa 
Valley Veterans\|aid that Sir Wil¬ 
frid w'as a vetcrai^llintself, and know 
all about it. The veterans wanted 
him to command them and land them 
160 acres each in the North-West. 

Sir Wilfrid said that a similar del¬ 
egation had waited on the Govern¬ 
ment a year ago. I'he session was 
too far advanced then to do any¬ 
thing. Reference was made to his 
having been one of the veterans. He 
did not do so much, but if the op- I 
portunity had arisen he would have I 
done so,* and was proud to be one; 
of them. What the veterans asked i 
was that, after 30 years, the coun¬ 
try should give some little recogni-' 
tlon for what they had done. There! 
was no doubt they saved the co\m-{ 
try from much huiiriliation and a 
groat deal of misery. What the vet-j 
erans asked was not much. He asked 
them to trust to the Government.

Tornado WipM Out Town 
Snjdor; Oklahoma. 

A Guthrie, Okla.«..,d<!«patch 
Snyder, a thrivlng^own of 1,000 
persone, eituated In thb heart of the 
rich Kiowa farming country open to 
white settlment in 1901, wae practi¬ 
cally wiped out of existence by a 
tornado that struck that place on 
Wednesday night. 

The death list will probably exceed 
100 persons. EightyTfive bodies have 
been recovered, a doxen persons are 
missing and given up for dead, and 
of the forty-one seriously wounded! 
several are likely to die. More than! 
one hundred other persons suftbred ^ 
less severe injuries. 

The storm was of the regular var¬ 
iety and swooped down upon Synder 
without warning. It cut a swath a 
half mile wide, demolishing every¬ 
thing In its path for a distance of 
ten miles southwest and three T«il e s 
northeast of Snyder. 

THE WORK OF RELIEF. 

The first news of the storm was 
received about midnight. Soon there¬ 
after, before any details had been re-1 
coivcKl. telegraph and telephone wires I 
went d<mn. Immediately relief trains 
were oroered out froxn all available, 
points, starting from Hobart, Chick¬ 
asaw, I. T., Guthrie. Oklahoma City, 
and other towns. Every train car¬ 
ried doctors, nurses and any person 
capable of rendering aid. The first 
relief train, sent from Hobart, 32 
miles north of Snyder, reached the 
stricken town Just before daylight. 
Everyone on board began at once 
the work of relief. On every hand 
they#ound wreckage and streets al¬ 
most obliterated by piles of demol¬ 
ished houses. In all directions evi¬ 
dence of the terrible havoc of the 
storm was apparent. The dead and 
dying lay about the streets, in yards 
and mixed up with the wreckage, 
while those who escaped ran hither 
and thither in excited attempts to 
bring order out of the terrible chaos, 
and to render what meagre aid they 
might, 

MEN TO DIO GRAVES. 

Oklahoma City on Thursday sent 
one hundred men to dig graves and 
seek the dead still in the ruins, and 
a dozen undertakers with one hun¬ 
dred coffins. Oilers of financial as¬ 
sistance have come from r.uinerous 
cities. 

To add the general confusion 

and distress, after the tornado had 
passed fire broke out and burned up 
all that remained of the buildings In 
one of the business blocks. So fur 
it has not been possible to find out 
whether any bodies were cremated. 

All unidentified woman was picked 
up dead, having been pinioned to the 
ground by a large sliver which en¬ 
tered her leit eye and came out 
through the back of her head. 

MANY wounded WH.L DTE 

The Mayor of Snyder is having 
much trouble arranging for the bur¬ 
ial of the dead. I’he confusion is 
great, owing to the fact that there 
are many unidentified bodies at the 
morgues. 'I’liere is much sufiering 
owing to lack of provisions and 
places to stay. What houses re¬ 
main in the town are unsafe for hab¬ 
itation. Dr. York of Hobart, who 
was active in relieving the sulTering, 
says that twenty per cent, of the 
wounded will die. 


AWFUL RAILWAY WRECK 

At Least Twenty-five People Were 
Killed. 

A Harrisburg, Penn., despatch 
says; At least twenty-iive persons 
were killi-d, man.v being burned to

WILLIS TO FACE TRIAL 

Committsd at Frsliminarj Sn- 
qtiiry Hsld at Rodney. 

A Rodney despatch says:—Alexan¬ 
der Willis was on Friday committod 
for trial for the murder of Eliza 
Lowry' on the night of Thursday, the 
l8th of April, and Mrs. Covell was 
acquitted, by Magistrate Hunt, of 
St. Thomas. Both prisoners listened 
to the evidence with the#most intense 
interest all day Friday and neither 
was In the least excited or showed 
any signs of nervousness until the 
County Crown Attorney addressed 
the Court, when Willis turned a lit¬ 
tle ,pqh)r. Mr. McCrimmon pointed 
out that the man Mr. Harvey had 
seen in front of the Covell house 
about 11.30 on the night of the mur¬ 
der w'as a man the saiuo size as Wil¬ 
lis, had an overcoat on like his, a 
hat yinted in the top, and that his 
voice resembled Willis'; also that 
Willis was in Rodney on that day, 
had been drinking very heavily, and 
he left for home shortly before the 
time the murder took place. Cole’s 
evidence also emphasized, as both 
Wpi. Colo ^nd his daughter swore 
they saw^Villis distinctly passing 
their house about 7 o'clock the next 
morning. 

The magi.stratc gave his deci^on in 
a very brief address. 

Willis was taken to the county Jail 
at St. Thomas, where he will remain 
until the Fall Assizes for trial. Mrs. 
Covell, on her release went to her 
home immediately.

Under existing conditions no good 
public purpose would be served by * 
prolonged obstruclon in the debate on 
the Northwest autonomy bills, but 
that does not mean that the 
details of the bills are not deserving 
of full conelderation.

THE CODLING WORM OF THE 
APPLE. 

(By Prof. Lochbead.) 

The codling worm is the cause of 
greater lose to the apple Industry than 
any other insect. The extent of the 
loss to Ontario alone runs up every 
year into the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and'into the millions in the 
United States—all because the remedies 
which have been discovejed by the 
Entomologists have not been applied 
I by the apple-growers. 

While there is but one brood of the 
Codling Moth east and north of Toronto 
there are two broods west and south of 
the same place. The different stages 
of this insect pest should be familiar 
to the apple grower, for only with this 
knowledge can he apply his remedies 
intelligently. The life-story may be 
stated concisely as follows : The insect 
winters over as a caterpillar in a co¬ 
coon in some protected place, and in 
early June when the blossoms are fal¬ 
ling from the apple the adult win ge 
moths appear. The females deposit 
their eggs eggs on the leaves and new¬ 
ly formed fruit. In about ten days the 
cateroillars escape from the eggs and a 
few days latsr enter the apples, usual¬ 
ly at the calyx end. The ‘ worm” re¬ 
mains inside the apple about 20 days, 
after which it comes out to spin a co¬ 
coon within which itlives until spring 
if there is but one brood, but only about 
two weeks if there are two broods in a 
season. The second brood of moths 
appear about the end of July or the 
beginning of August; then eggs are 
again deposited, and the “worms” 
which hatch from these eggs enter the 
developed apples about the middle of 
August, leaving them again in Septem¬ 
ber to make cocoons within which to 
spend the winter. $> 

With our knowledge of these facts 
we are able to state quite definiiely 
the best times to apply remedies. 
The plan is to poison the “worms” 
with Paris Green or some other arsenic 
mixture before they enter the fruit, 
The trees should be sprayed (1) a few 
days after the blossoms fall ; and (2) 
about the middle of August for the 
secend brood of larvae. An additional 
spraying ten days or two weeks after 
the first will, in most coses, be produc¬ 
tive of much good. It is advisable, of 
course, to use the arsenic mixture along 
with Bordeaux to control the apple 
scab fungus at the same time that the 
Codling Moth is being treated. For 
the scab two additional sprayings are 
necessary—one before blossomiog and 
one in July. 

The Bordeaux—Paris Green Mixture 
is prepared according to the following 
formula :

SHRINES IN MOROCCO. 


Wbr Some People Look tpon Tbvnl 
With Knapiclou. 

A traveler says that Cliristlaus iu Mo¬ 
rocco look with suspicion on tho 
Klirines of Mohammedan saints lu that 
country. Ho tells the following story; 
“Once upon a time a boy was traveling 
through the country, and as night camo 
on ho found hluisolf near a white¬ 
washed tomb. Kno<*king at tbo door of 
tho shrine, ho asked for a meal and a 
bod. When the next day dawned ho 
was about to coutiuue his Journey, but 
tho keeper of the slirlue besought him 
to remain iu order to help him keej) 
the .‘<hrlnc and eolleet the offerings of 
the faithful. The youth said that he 
must first consult his parents, and the 
elder man bade him take his ass and 
seek advice of his parents and return. 
The boy took the ass and rode away, 
but he had not accomplished half the 
journey before the ass fell sick and 
died. Then the boy knew not what to 
do nor whore to turn. But when ho 
had considered the^ circumstances of 
his case a brilliant idea flasbeil Into his 
mind. 

“Haring dug a pit and cast the ass 
therein, he piled great stones over It. 
whitening tliem with lime, and set a 
white flag above, saying to all who 
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oorrespondlDgly vexatious to all other 
members, but it could not possibly 
prevent the legislation or change its 
essential principles. By a vote of 
nearly three to one the principle of ihe 
educational clauses was t^opted and 
under present circumstances—circum¬ 
stances involving both political parties 
and the whole political situation— it 
is utterly out of f?le question that, 
after commiting itself so emphatically 
to that principle,ifthe House*,should 
reverse its vote and drop the education- 
clauses, even for the sake of being 
relieved of irrelevant and irrational 
speech making. The staying powers 
of the supporters are probably quite 
equal to those of the obstructionists, 
evei^ to those of the Blucher from 
South York, and there is no night of 
dissolution at hand Obstruction 
would be an expensive and useless 
waste of time, but consideration, 
serious^, intelligent, detailed consider¬ 
ation, is demanded by the importance 
of the legislation and the interest of 
the Provinces in its distinctive fea¬ 
tures. 

It ought to be made plain in 
committee what the scope of the edu¬ 
cational clause realy is. The Premier 
has made it plain beyond misunder¬ 
standing that it was his desire and 
determination to continue in the new 
provinces the school system at present 
in operation in the Territories—a 
national system, allowing minority 
schools ui\dor conditions fixed, by the 
school ordinances, subject to full 
control, in matters of teaching, text¬ 
books, and inspection, of the Depart¬ 
ment of Education, and securing one 
half-hour of religious instruction each 
day. Mr. 8ifton, although opposed tc 
such legislation, compromised on an 
amendment that would secure what 
Sir Wilfrid desired, and that ma’dt 
impossible any form of sectarian en¬ 
dowment or clerical-control. If Parlia¬ 
ment must deal with the question ai 
all, legislation such as that desired by 
the Premier and accepted by Mr, Sif- 
ton offers the minimum of objection¬ 
ableness to any intelligent friend of 
national education in communities 
made up of minorities and majorities 
of Protestants and Catholics, or of 
English minorities and French half-

half of June and all of J.uly. 

Every fruft grower should acknow¬ 
ledge the value of such birds as the 
the Chickadee, Downy Woodpecker, 
Nuthatch, Bluebird, Swallows, Wren, 
and Song Sparrows in checking the 
increase of the Codling Moth and 
other injurious insects, for without 
them fruit could scarcely be grown 
Encourage the birds by keeping the 
gun at a distance, and by punishing 
the robber of birds’ nests.

THE AGRA DIAMOND. 


Odd Manner In Which It Was SmnR- 
Rled Ont of Indla« 

Like many other diamonds, the Agra 
diamond has had adventures. It gets 
its name from the fact that It was tak¬ 
en at the battle of Agra in X52G by the 
Emperor Baber, who was the founder 
of the Mogul empire In India. Tho 
Marquis of Donegull was in Agra in 
1857, when the diamond was taken 
from the king of Delhi. Donegal I was 
at the time engaged as secretary and 
belonged to tho same regiment ns the 
young officer who obtained possession 
of the diamond. It was resolved 
among them to smuggle It home to 
England rather than give It up and to 
share In the loot money. The question 
arose how were they to get it home.

Ocean Stareama. 

The fresh Inflow of salt water from 
tho Arctic seas wblcb mingles with the

It Is this last 
inentloncHl current which carries Ice- 
berg.s even down to tho latitude of 
Vigo, and Its power plays an Important 
and capricious part in the meteorology 
of Europe.

It ,is seriously suggested that tho 
day ia probable when newly mar nod 
couples will be con>jx-llod to speed 
to some other place than N-iagara at 
which to apciKl the honeymoon. I’or, 
If things be allowed to go on as 
they are the Falls are doomed, and 
the spectacle which is tho chief,glory 
of A^.terica wUl soon l>e no more. 

So argues I>r. John M. Clarke, the 
oflicial geologist of N^w York 
in a s-trong article publish^ !“ J*'.® 
current nuniJjer of the Political Sci¬ 
ence Monthly. That the danger of 
Niagara being Injured Is not fanci¬ 
ful but an absolute certainty may 
be judged from hi.s woiKls. 

DANGKU LIFS. 

The danger lies, he <leclarcs. in 
drawing oil the waters of Niagara 
■ from the river above tho cataract, 
carrying them olT round the clilf by 
some other means, or discharging 
them by timml into the face of the 
Falls near the liase. 

This will be l)roii,^ht about, ho be¬ 
lieves, through the operations of the 
power companies which have been 
granted franchises to utilize the 
Falls for tho production of electri¬ 
city. 

'Iho use of Niagara waters, he 
says, for power production has l>oen 
the dream of years and its earliest 
successful ttchlovement is express^ed in 
tlie present Niagara I'alls Hydraulic 
Power & Manufacturing Co., whoso 
existence as an active consumer of 
Niagara water antedatea its statu¬ 
tory recognition. 

CIVINC AWAY. 

The Legislature of New York be¬ 
gan giving awav franchi.vc*s lo'powcr 
conipaiiies about twenty vn^ars ago. 

Jn most cases no limitations were 
placed either on the jxiwer to be pro¬ 
duced or on the w^ter to be 
ab.structed. Nine corinpiinies in all 
received the favor of a franchisie, and 
of these only two are producing and 
selling power, namely the- Niagara 
Falls Hydraulic Power and Manu¬ 
facturing Company and tho Niagara 
Falls Power Com])any, and they are 
still far within their statutory limi¬ 
tations in the consiimptlon of water.

WATER WILL/ CEASE. 

A coonipetent hydraulic engineer, 
taking the accepted volume of tike 
flow', tho length of tho entire crest 
of the Fhlls on both sides (4,070 
feet) and the difference in elevation 
of the sill of the Falls, has calculat¬ 
ed that when the flow is reduced to 
184,000 cubic feet per second, or by 
40,000 cubic feet, the water w'lll bo 
uown to the present rock luittom at 
dhe edge of the American shore. 

Let one-liflh more of the water be 
abstracted and the American channel 
will 'be dry. That is, in effect, 
double the amount of 40,000 cubic 
feet, and when 80,000 cubic feet 
have bem taken away from, the i re¬ 
sent flow the Canadian channel will 
still be nn Interesting object, but 
tho American Falls will be wholly 
gone. 

The two American and three Can¬ 
adian companies now in operation 
or about to operate, wh.n producing 
to their charter limits will abstract 
48,000 cubic leot per second. That 
amount will bring the water level 
to the bottom of the river at the 
Arrk-*rican shore. 

Dr. Clarke’s suggested remedy is 
taxation of the power drawn from 
the Falls, ikot for the sake of rov^ 
enue, b'ut for protection, 

MAD MULLA£S FIfiHTEKS 

FUZZY WUZZY IS NOW IN LON¬ 
DON, ENGLAND. 

Village of Desert Fighters Has 
Been Transported to the 

Capital. '> 

Several of tho Mad Mtrlfah’s spear¬ 
men who fought against the British 
are now a feature at the Crystal 
Palace, London, where a Somali vil¬ 
lage has been built with the adjoin¬ 
ing jungle in which are several Afri¬ 
can wild animals. 

Most of the men are fully six feet 
high, and although, to the European 
eye, very thin, they gave evidence of 
enormous physical power. 

They are of a dark copper color, 
with bushy hair, carefully parted in 
the middle. All are fine looking fol¬ 
lows, and several are strikingly 
handsome. Although it was particu¬ 
larly cold the other day, the entire 
clothing of men and women alike 
consisted of a sheet and a blanket, 
the latter of which w'os discarded on 
the slightest pretext. 

A pair of plaited sandals, a small 
stick about six inches lung, and the 
inevitable throwing spear complete 
the Somali's costume. The sandals 
he usually kicks off whenever he 
wants to w'alk, but tho spear is sel¬ 
dom relinquished. 

LANDING THE CAMELS. 

Tl)e Somali has enough of the Arab 
in Him to make him splendidly digni- 
flod as Well as handsome. He clovs 
not care to work until others have 
tried and failed. The landing of SiX 
dromedaries from the vessel eventual¬ 
ly roused tho natives to action.

Dozens of dock laborers tried force.

Soeedy leffislation is promised by 
Ae Government of Western Australia 
to safeguard the remntft^ts of the sb- 
ori“n^ bl.ck race in that »tnU 
Irom tho cruelty and opproe.lon ol 
the police and etockmen, »ay» the 
London Dally Exprose. 

The State Government has ora ti¬ 
ed a bill on lines recommended by 
its Chief Inspector of Aboriginacs; 
but had defcrre<I introducing it pend¬ 
ing tho result of the investigations 
made by Dr. Doth, the Uueeusland 
Protector of Aborigines. . ^u- 

Dr Roth, it seems, undertook tnis 
duty at the special request of tl.e 
State Government, and also at their 
reque.st, has drawn up a senes of 
recommendations on the basis of 
legislation. 

The main features of Dr. Roth s 
proposals are as follows:— 

The present system of indentured 
labor—which is practically slavery 
pure and simple—to be forthwith 
abandoned. 

Employers of black children of 
school-going age to Ije compelled to 
fulfil their duties under the Educa¬ 
tion Act. 

Police to be at once deprived of 
the power of hunting down the 
blacjcs. charged—often on the flim¬ 
siest of evidence, and often on none 
at all—with killing the white s.4- 
tlers’ cattle. 

'Phe .sy.stem of using neck-chains, in 
bringing back fugitives lo be pro¬ 
hibited, and the police to bo <le- 
prived of their revolvers and rides

Hence a ten¬ 
dency to obesity, a disposition to 
chronic rheumatism, gall and blsd- 
derjtones, gout, diabetes, neuralgia, 
an^ skin eruption, such as eczema. 
Failing exercise or work in the oi>en 
air capable of giving a touch of the 
whip to the sluggish nutrition, the 
only course Is to seek the remedy in 
soiTve other direction, that Is to say, 
by a course of diet which shall ex¬ 
clude foods likely to furnish poison 
to tissues so inept at getting rid of 
them. ITie urates tome from meat; 
the oxalates come mostly from vege¬ 
tables. 

It follows that the sufferers from 
rheumarism should eat little meal, 
and should prefer boiled m^t to 
roast meat. The proce.ss/of boiling 
has the effect of cxtracti|lg from the 
muscular tissue in meat Vuch of its 
hurtful properties. Naturally boiled 
the particles of these mu.<?t not be 
oaten. M'hite meats, .so much re¬ 
commended fornv»rly for delicate 
stomachs and for coiivaieHCcnts, 
.should be banisherl entirely from tho 
menu. Professor Gautier has shown 
by analyst's that such meats are ex¬ 
tremely rich in albumen, acids, and 
pho.sphorous. In tlm? category are 
pigeon, veal, chicken, rabbit, klti, 
i. e., feet, head, «‘ar. etc.; also sweet¬ 
breads and rnlves’ brain.s, gam*, 
pork and salted meats. In line, eat 
as little nieat as possible. There 
are .sonic vegetables also that arc 
not a whit bettor, by reason of con¬ 
taining oxalic acid. Thus, sorrel, 
spinach, rhubarb, white haricot beans 
and French benti*;'. radishes unci 
broad bean: . All othrMS are allow¬ 
able incluiling the tomato. Gn the 
other hand, cabbage, potatoes, car¬ 
rots, turnips, lentils, peas, leeks, 
asparagus, chicory, corn salad and 
salad ure harmless to the rhouit'iatic. 

Among fruits the nio.^t to be le- 
cominendcil are praises, oranges, L*- 
,mon.s, apples, pears ami plums. It 
liuay bo objected that the fruits 
! named are acid. Yes, but not with 
oxalic, but other kinds of ucids (tar¬ 
taric, malic, citric), which po.ssesses 
the property when decomposed in the 
sycteiu of alkaliuizing ‘‘humors. 

German doctors rec’ommond lenmas 
in cases of gout, rheumatism, and 
liver colic. 'Phis cure consists in 
inilibing within twelve to 1 ft<*en 
days the juice of 200 to 250 fresh 
lemons. Grape cures also are good 
in certain di.scases. Sweets and con¬ 
fectionary need form no part of the 
bill-of-fare. 'Fheir value is not much 
in anyscase. Sugar is a source of 
eneigy use-loss to jx-rsons condemmxl 
to .sedentary life, and butter is posi¬ 
tively harmful.

Child Without Bono in Bifht 
Arm Ono Xnjiortod. 

At the annual gathering of the 
Qlaegow Univemity Club at Sunder¬ 
land recently Sir William Macewon. 
who was concerned in an eM<aordin- 
ary operation upon a child ^er 30 
years ago, introduced the pitient, 
now a (ulligrown man. to the^ medi¬ 
cal men present, and explained the 
nature of the remarkable case. 

The child was bom without a bone 
in the right arm, the boneless limb 
hanging helpless by its side. Tlic 
mother, who took the child to the 
Glasgow Infirmary, assumed that 
the arm must necessarily \>e ampu¬ 
tated. But the surgeons determined 
to make an attempt to save the 
limb. 

Small sections of the bone taken 
from the tibia, or lower portion of 
the legs, of other patients, who were 
under treatment for the cure of bow- 
Icggedness, wore transferred to ^ the 
boneless arm. there to continue 
their growth and to become amal¬ 
gamated—in fact, eventually suppiy- 
iiig the place of the missing humerus. 

Sir William Macewen kept in touch 
with the boy, who, at the ag^e of 
14, left ' Glasgow for Sunderland, 
where he had worked since. The 
young man (says the Yorkshire 
Post), bared his arm to the gui-sts 
present, and gave the company 
abundant proof of the sustaiiiod 8/*r- 
viceableness of the limb, despite 
several accidents, including a com¬ 
pound fracture, which had befallen 
It.

PIIOCRES.S OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

The Japanese fieet has taken np a posi¬ 
tion below Formosa and is preparing to 
fight the Russians south of that island, is 
the news that comes from Amoy, in China. 
This is probably nothing more than a 
shrewd guess at the position of Admiral 
Togo, as there is nothing to show that the 
veil of secrecy which baa shrouded the 
movements of the Japanese fieet has been 
lifted. Formosa is the most natural place 
for Togo to be stationed, as there he cau 
command the channels through which the 
Russians might be expected to make for 
the Pacific Ocean. 

The unpreparedness of Russia for & con¬ 
test on the sea is strikingly shown in the 
announcement that anotder division of 
warships is to be sent from Cronstadt to 
Rojestvensky’s aid, and that it will sail on 
June l-lth. It is as if Great Britain was to 
make war upon a European power, and 
then found herself with only one of her 
flehtB in fighting trim. However, if Rojeat- 
vensky is successful, or only partially suc¬ 
cessful, in this oomiug battle with Togo, 
the new squadron will 1 m of immense assis¬ 
tance, as Its appearance in the Far East 
would neoessitate the division and there¬ 
fore the weakening of the Japanese licet. 
The two battleships that will accompan> 
this last squadron are fine vessels. The 
Slava was launched in 1903 and carries four 
tweite-ineb guns, in pairs in turrets, and 
twelve lix-iuch gnus, quick-firers, in pairs 
iu secondary turrets on bow, beam and 
quarter.
